Mondell Urges Action 
Now on Tax Reforms 


Begins War on 
“Bootleg” Gas 


New York, Oct. 7.—Owners of 
some filling stations in New York 
city are selling bootleg gasoline to 
the public through pumps of the 
big gasoline firms, it was charged 
yesterday by F. H. Dickson, vice- 
president of the Tide Water Oil 
Sales Corporation. He announced 
that beginning today all Tydol gaso- 
line tanks in the city will be equip- 
ped with seals designed to prevent 
this practice. 

Mr. Dickson said that more than 
6,000,000 gallons of the “cheap 
bootleg product’”’ had been substi- 
tuted in his tanks for Tydol gaso- 
line this year and sold at 20 cents 
a gallon. 

The Tide Water Sales Corporation 
has removed Tydol pumps fr>m 
more than 600 filling stations in 
the city, following alleged irregu- 
larity on the part of the dealers. 
Fifty-seven of the tanks have been 
removed since last Thursday ‘rom 
the stations of dealers who said 
they were unwilling to have their 
tanks —— 


Oppose Gas Tax 
For New York 


New York, Oct. 7.—New York 
state is unlikely to have a gas tax. 
At its second and concluding meet- 
ing yesterday the join legislative 
investigating committee, which is 
preparing data for a revision of 
state motor vehicle laws, con- 
demned the proposed tax of 2 cents 
a gallon on retail sales of gasoline. 
The committee also opposed the 
suggestion for a flat rate of $5 an- 
nually for automobile license 
plates. 

Theodore D. Pratt, general .man- 
ager of the Motor Truck Associa- 
tion of America, led the opposition. 
Harry Maples, counsel for the Met- 
ropolitan Automobile Association 
and the New York State Automo- 
bile Association, recommended a 
thirty to forty mile an hour speed 
limit on state highways. Various 
other phases of proposed legislation 
were discussed.

CHECKS DRIVERS 


Disc Keeps Record of 
Day’s Run to Prevent 
“Joy Riding”’ 


(By R. M. PETARD) 

(A, D. N. 

Paris, Oct. 7.—Companies 
ting cars at the disposal of their 
salesmen, delivery truck 
operators, and all firms owning au- 


tomobiles used by their employees 
have always had more or less 
trouble with joy-riding and misuse 
of the machines. 

Recording apparatus of all kinds 
have been proposed to put a check 
on these costly risks, but few sys- 
tems have so far been proposed 
that compare with the one recently 
put on the French market. 

The principtie of this apparatus 
is very simple; it simply combines 
three different checks so as to 
make fraud impossible. 

These checks are scribed by the 
apparatus on a four and a half inch 
paper disk on which is automati- 
cally recorded all that happens to 
the car or truck for a twenty-four- 
hour period. This disk is inserted 
in a few seconds in so simple a 
manner that the most clumsy op- 
erator can perform the operation. 
Inserting the disk i9 done without 
gaining access to any of the work- 
ing parts. The object of this is to 
permit giving a man starting on a 
long journey the number of disks 
corresponding to the number of 
days his trip is likely to take and 
letting him know that he is expect- 
ed to bring them all back properly 
used. 

A small and simple mechanism, 
entirely sealed inside the appa- 
ratus and without any external con- 
nection, registers on the disk any 
vibration to which the car is sub- 
mitted. It is so sensitive that even 
the best spring touring car,- 
eling on a smooth read, registe 
a solid line composed of as many 
overlapping dots as there were 
shocks registered by the apparatus. 
A third mechanism, driven likg 
speedometer from some part off 
the transmission or wheel, register 
on the disk a curve from which 
ean read at a glance the dis- 
tance traveled between all stops 
and the speed of traveling. Thig 
curve is formed of a succession of 
small holes so as to make erasing | 
tampering impeen ible.

Florida Gas Tax 
In Aug. $641,000 


Tallahassee, Fla., Oct. 7.—The 
state controller has just made 
distribution of the funds collected 
during August from the state’s 
gasoline tax, amounting to $641,000. 
This is very much larger than any 
previous month's receipts, the four- 
cent gas tax having gone into af- 
fect on July 1 this year. Previous

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CALIFORNIA FIXES 
OIL AND GAS COST 


Western State Continues 
To Dominate Field, 
Statistics Reveal 


Los Angeles, Oct. 7.—California’s 
dominance in the oil and gasoline 
field is indicated by the statistics. 
For eight months ended with Au- 
gust, this year, California has pro- 
duced more than 151,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil, at the rate of about 228,- 
000,000 barrels a year, or approxi- 
mately the quantity the state pro- 
duced in 1924. 

If the rate of production so far. 
this year is maintained for all of 
1925, California will have produced 
about 725.000,000 barrels of oil in 
the last three year. 


Large Output 

The state is by far the largest 
producer of oil in this country, the 
second state being Oklahoma with 
a production of 175,000,000 barrels 
a year. California’s production ex- 
ceeds that of any foreign country. 
Mexico, with 139,000,000 barrels 
yearly production, is the largest 
foreign producer. tussia, the sec- 
ond largest foreign producer, has 
an output of only 45,000,000 bar- 
rels. 

Up to the end of August last 
California had produced = 2,250,- 
000,000 barrels of oil since the 
start of the industry there. 

Up to the present, California re- 
finers have done little in the way 
of manufacturing gasoline by the 
cracking method, which is used ex- 
tensively by refiners in other areas 
to increase th® quantity of gasoline 
obtained from _ oil. In August, 
146,000,000 gallons of gasoline were 

manufactured in California, of 
“which 132,500,000 gallons, or 91 
per cent., were manufactured by 
straight-run method, 12,870,000 
gallons, or 9 per cent. were natural 
ras gasoline and 654,000 gallons, or 
less than 1 per cent. were 
cracking methods.

RUBBER PRICES UP 
ON HEAVY DEMAND 


Business in Spot Smoked 
Sheets Is Being Done 
At $1 a Pound 


New York, Oct. 7.—While the 
New York rubber market was 
slightly easier today in response to 
London cables, prices held at high 
levels and there was wide expecta- 
tion of a further strengthening on 
heavy buying. The market yester- 
day was as feverish as has -been 
seen since the early summer, when 
prices were jumping wildly. 

Increased factory buying and the 
report that two steamers laden 
with approximately, 5,000 tons of 
crude rubber had encountered 
difficulties at sea and had been 
compelled to put back to port are 
responsible for the present strength 
of the market here. Spot smoked 
sheets are selling at around $1 a 
pound for the first time since last 
July. 

Spot prices in London today are 
unchanged at 47d, October at 47d, 
October-December at 44%d, and 
January-March at 39d. These are 
a shade below yesterday’s London 
quotations. There was little buy- 
ing of spot smoked sheets in New 
York today, but there was a strong 
demand for the forward positions. 
The business was spread over all 
grades, although there was par-« 
ticularly heavy buying in the No- 
vember-December position. Fac 
tory interests were also felt in 
other positions, with the General 
Rubber Company, a subsidiary of 
the United States Rubber Company, 
taking the lead. 

The two steamers which had mis. 
haps at sea were the Slavic Prince, 
with 2,400 tons, scheduled, for ar. 
rival here about October 30, and 
the Lamoedom, with 2,500 tons, 
expected here about November 10,

The Hamilton plant is running 
today at top speed. More parts 
are being produced than ever 
before. On June 10, 1925, the 
7,000,000th Ford wheel was 
produced here. Since that date 
the number has been jumped at 
least 1,000,000 more. 

Hamilton has long been men- 
tioned as the possible site for a new 
Ford assembly plant with a daily 
output of 500 complete cars. Ford 
officials say that putting the plant 
in Hamilton would mean employ- 
ment for at least 600 more men. 
Hamilton is ideally situated for 
such a. plant in many ways. The 
city is less than fifty miles south 
of the Ford center of distribution 
as recently calculated by Ford stat- 
isticians. Ample railroad facil- 
ities are cited as another advantage 
for Hamilton in case of the choos- 
a new assembling 
plant. Ready access to coal and 
iron mines is another advantage. 

However, delay in choosing Ham- 
ilton as a site for

“The replacement of a worn- 
out or faulty part may benefit an 
owner’s trouble, but it does not 
mecessarily remedy it,’’ says G. 
C. Cross, who acts as manager of 
the establishment. “We found 
cases where the armatures would 
be replaced with little or no con- 

















. sideration for the bearings. In 
some instances these would be 
worn or out of alignment. This 


only prolonged the trouble and 
made a dissatisfied owner. 
Thorough Inspection 

“That is why, when we built up 
our present service force, we de- 
manded that a thorough inspec- 
tion be made of the entire equip- 
ment before the car was allowed 
to go out. To assure ourselves 
that this was being done, we 
have hired only the best me- 
chanics, and they are under the 
supervision of a competent fore- 
man, 

“We try to have our records 
as simple and effective as pos- 
sible. We have found that if we 
‘ut out all the unnecessary 
records, we also cut down the 
number of errors in keeping the 
recordg. We feel that it is not in 
a workman’s line to keep records, 
so we try to minimize this 
much as possible. 

“We have a shop card which 
is used by the workman in keep- 
ing a record of the time and ma- 
terial used. We have a tag 
which is placed on the work. 
And, finally, we have an estimate 
card which is used in making an 


as 


estimate of the cost. 
\ “This estimate record has not 
been in practice long, but it is 
‘ proving very satisfactory. We 
P hope, in time, to have an esti- 


mated cost for every repair op- 


eration, just as there is in the 
mechanical repairing of a car; 


but at the present time the esti- 
mate is made by the shop super- 
intendent. He estimates the 
workman’s time plus the cost of 
the material, and gives the cus- 
tomer the total charge. 
Complaints Reduced 

“Estimating has helped us in 
reducing complaints. By being 
able to tell the customer what it 
is going to cost him before the 
work is started, he has the privi- 
lege of letting us know whether 
he wants it done or not. Many 
times a man will come in with a 
little generator trouble, thinking 
it will only be a matter of $1 or 
$2 to have it fixed. 

“This is where much of the 
trouble and dissatisfaction arises. 
The workman starts on the job 
and finds that there are several 
serious faults which must be re- 


paired. He goes ahead and puts 
1 the car in good shape. Later the 
owner comes in and on seeing 


the bill, puts up a howl, and feels 
that he has been stung. 
{ “looking over the job and de- 
termining what must be done 
before, the owner authorizes the 
repairs eliminates all differences. 
The man who owns the car 
knows what it is going to cost 
him before he orders the repairs. 
When he calls for it, he has 
every opportunity for having the 
money ready, and there is no 
cause fer a complaint from over- 
charges. 
“Of course, at times, we make 
errors in estimating. We may

underestimated the work and 
that it really costs $7. In 
such an instance we stand back 
of our estimate and charge only 
the price we previously stated. 
Later, we may be able to make 
this up, little by little, on jobs 
which are finished sooner than 
we estimated. If this difference 
is very great, however, we reim- 
burse the customer. 

“We do a big business in used 
generators and have a large 
force who work on this business 
alone at all times. We will buy 
up a large stock of generators, 
rewind them and put them in 
good shape for resale. These 
are always sold for about half 
the cost of a new generator, and 
we guarantee our workmanship 
for six months. 

“We also make a specialty of 

picking up old generators and 
putting them in good shape for 
the owner. We will send our 
around from place to 
place and ask for old generators. 
We are always able to find one 
or two lying around, and when 
the owner learns that he can 
have it put in shape for sale 
again for a few dollars he is 
tickled to death and gives us the 
order.

“This not only brings in a cer- 
tain amount of this type of bus!i- 
ness to us, but it also gives us a 
foothold for other business. We 
do a large business in spare elec- 
trical parts and accessories, and 
being able to break in with our 
rebuilt generator proposition is 
often the means of leading us to 
better and bigger business. 

“When we first began to re- 
build generators and put a guar- 
antee of six months on them we 
were bothered with people com- 
ing in who claimed that their 
generator had given out while 


the guarantee was still effective. 
Sometimes this would be a case 
of mistaken conclusions and at 
others a downright plan to get 
free service. At that time we 
kept only an invoice record, 
which took some time to look up, 
so a great many times we would 
fix it up and say nothing: 

“We knew, however, that it 
was not good business, so we de- 
vised the plan of stamping the 
date on every generator. Every 
time that a generator had been 
rebuilt and had passed inspec- 
tion it was stamped with the 
month, day and year. Then, 
when the owners came in with a 
complaint, we had only to glance 
at the date on the generator tu 
determine if it had failed within 
the six months or not.

“This eliminated a lot of mis- 
taken ideas, but we always had 
our records to fall back on in 
case the customer still felt that 
we were wrong. With the date 
from the generator, we had only 
to get out our invoices for that 
date, and we had it all in black 
and white.”
